No action has yet boen takon by the President
or Becrotary Noble rogarding the allegod reo-
emmenidation of Commissioner Raum for the
removal of Mossrs, Howard, Englo, and Tay-
lor, tho three clerks who submittod sworn
gtatements of tho attompt of Greon B. Raum,
Jr., to extort monsy from them in return for
his influonco in having them promotad. The
afidavits aro o the hands of Bearetary Noble,

who took them from the White House after the

Prealdert hud beocome thoroughly mequaintad

with their contenta, The attempt of Gon. Haum

tolmpeachtho character and standing of thess
mea has proved utterly futile. It has been
stated by those who are Intorestod In conoceal-
ing the doinga of ,the Pension Office ring that
themon who have made the afidavits have
unsavory records. The statemont is false in
svary partioular, The men who made the
afiidavits bave the vory beat reputation both
In and out of the Ponsion OMoe and have
always been loyal Republicans. They are not
dischargad employeas or sorehends, but mon
of high standing, who submitted tho affidavita
only after a demand had been made for thom
by the Bocretary of the Iutorlor, thelr superior
offlosr,

The afMdavits that will in & dayor two be
sdded to those already on flle will create groat
surpriso, inasmush as they will undoubtedly
proveto Becrotary Noble what he has already
suspeatod. that the Penslon OfMoe ring has
not hositated to use the most dishonurable
moans to offset the effcot of the disclosures
alroady made, and to get advanco knowledge
of those that are to come.

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THE INVESTNENT MARKET.

The suggostion which I made, two months
ago, that there wnns a glut of naw socurition on
the market whioh might posaibly have to ba re-
lioved by a marking down of prices, similar to
that whioh the lato A. T. Btewart used to make
whon he wanted to get rid of unsalable dry
goodm, has boon shown by the rovelations of
the past few dayn not to have bean altogother
unreasonabla. The fallure of O H. Venner &
Co. ol thia olty, and of Turner & Brother of
Boston, are both asoribed by the members of
those firma to tholr being ovorloaded with
new water and corporation honds, whioh,
though good In thamaelves, could not be sold
fast enough to meot the maturing loans for
which they had boen hypothecated. The of-
oera of the Atahison, Topoka and Santa Fd Rall-
road Company openly announece that, owlng to
the want ofa markot for thelr General Mortgage
4a, thoy deam {t moro advantageous to pay &
commisslon of 1 por cont. for a renawal for two
yoars of thelr $7,000,000 Guarantes Fand
notas than to attempt to foreo u sale of enough
of tha mortgago 48 to pay them. The Roek
Island Rallroad Company, too, Is roported to
be about to inaue some milllons of short dobon-
tures, Instoad of salling tho long bonds it holds
in roserve. Both these corporations only fol-
low the lead, In this respact.of the Unlon
Pacifle, which, with $40,000,000 of seourities
in ita troasury, has boon obliged to go begring
for a throo years' axtenslon from Its ereditors
on {tas $20,000,000 floating dobt

Theso casos are only samples of hundrods of
othors of losa importance which have not
eome prominently Into notlce, hocause the
partios interostod—creditors ns well as debt-
ors—wisely rofrain from making them publie
During tho flush perlod which precedod the
Bariog collapse of last November, the eame
sort of onthusiasm whioh I8 now rushing up
the prioea of stooka led to the bullding, all over
the country, of water works, gas works, towna
and clities, electrio strect rallroads, eleetrio
light plants, manufactories of varlous kinds,
and not a fow new rallroads. The money for
thom was sought principally In Now York and
in London, and about as much In ons city as
In the other. Finanolal institutions and bank-
ors nither bought outright the bonds issued
by the companios engaged in these enter-
prises or made Ilargo advances upon them.
A part thoy disposed of to Investors ot a
profit, but a very large resldue still romains
upon thelir hands awalting a changa In the
tomper of eapitallsts, who at present roso-
lutely rofuse to buy them. That the refusal
is not meroly due to the want of value of
the securitios offerod is evident from tho
diffieulty with which thoe city of Brooklyn
recently placed her 3peor cont. loan, and from
the very fow sales of the bost class of bonds
listed on the Btock Exchange. Itisrathor, as-
cording to my notlon. owing to a difference of
views betwoen buyors and sellers in regard to
the rate of Incomo. Thus, while Brooklyn
cotld not roadily place her 3 per cents at par,
hor 45 went at a trifle above par, and whenover
any good Investment stocks and bonds are
offered at auction without reserve, they find
purchasers, though at prices much below thoes
which ruled forthe samo clasa of seocurities
two or threo years ago. The fall in Govern-
ment 4s from 130 in 1880 to 110 now Is turther
evidence to the same effect.

This condition of the Investment market
must, ere long, afford opportunities for the
profitable employment of money far superior
inevery way, in my opinlon, to purchasing for
& riso stooks about the intrinslo valus of which
no Informsation ean be obtained, and which,
liko Missouri Pacific, can be knocked down out
of sight [n n day by events which ean nelther
be foresoen nor controlled. All the solld for-
tunes In existence have boen ancumulated, not
by gambling on the Btock Exchango on the
turns of the market, but by judiclous buying.
at low prices, of properties which time and the
growth of the sountry have rendered valuable.
Even Jay Gould has mads ton dollars in this
way where he has made one on the Btock
Exchange. In fact, his stock gambles have
more than onco brought him to the verge of
ruin, while he has besn enrichoed by his pur-
chases of low-priced rallrcad and talegraph
stocks and thelr subsequont development
into dividend payers. I will not saythat the
dividend paying of some of his enterprises has
not been fallacious and Intermittent, lko that
of the Wabash, the Unlon Pacifle, and the Mia-
souri Pacifio concerns, but his method 1llus-
trates tha principle I have In mind. Whatever
solld property he now possesses, conslsts
malinly of things which elther pay dividends
or whick he hopos to make pay dividends in
the futura. The late Moses Taylor lctt over
$50,000,000 which he amassed by buying
the bonds and stooks of concerns which
wers In difficulties, and then bringing them
out upon solld ground. The late Isaas Bher-
wan did the same thing. though upon a
smaller scalo than Mr, Taylor. Among the
living I know many, whoss namog of course
Imust not mention. who devote their onorgles
not to watching the taps but to Iuquiring
into facts, and who invest their money upoa
thelr own judgment, and not upon what
they fanoy is golng to bo the course of to-mor-
row’'s or next week's market. Bome of them
huve becn more successful than others, and
hnve bocome richer than others, and somo of
them have ot times mado mistakes by which
they hova lost, but.all of them have, on the
whole, been large galners.

What bas been dono by these moun can be
done, In & mensuro, by any cne who will take
tho same course thet thoy did. - Lot a man, for
example, who has monoy whlch ho desires to
eniploy to advantago, inquire of his broker, his
banker, or of any reapectalilo flnanclal institu-
tion with which ho has rolations likely to pro-
cure for him favorablo sttention, whut
bargains in securities they have to offor, or
what oppartunitios thoy knuw of for profitable
lnvestmont. If they show a willingness to
negotiate, let him luform himself of the nature
of thu enterprise proposed, of tho charnctor of
the men who conduct It, and of the faects
upon which it depends for evccoss, It Ia
often wise to muko n personnl inapoction of
the rallrosds, tho water works, tho minos,
tho factory, or whatever it may bo that the se-
eurities offored represont, or omploy an ex-
pert to do it Hoving gntherad tho ncecessary
data, tho investor should then sit down and
consldor thom earefully and make up his mind
upon thom for himsell, consulting others, not
for their oplnlons, but for such further infor-
motlonand suggestions as he may need for the
formation of his own deelsion. Indoed, I know
of nothlng more unjust to one's frionds than to
got thelr opinlons of investments and net
upon them. If the Investmonts turn out well,
tho friends’ advice Is forgotton;(f thoy turn
out Il they alone are blamed. * Lot overy mnn
boe fully persuaded in his mind,” is the
apostips’ sound exhortation, or to put it into
the vaernacular: * Lot every tub stand on it
own bottom."

The objection to this mothod of proceading
{8, of eourse, that it demuands muoeh time, pa-
tionoo and trouble, with a eortain amount of
money-making Instinet, whoroas stock gam-
bling s as ensy na going to perdition. The
stock gnmblorgives his ordor to his broker and
hands him his check nnd the broker does the
rost. whoreas the plodding, painstuking in-
yestor puta his own labor and brains into the
oporation. Thoe one wins or Joses by the more
eaprioe of fortune. and while ho deserves blame
if he losen, ho s entitlod to no aredit if ho wina,
The other, ovon il he losss, has the satisfac-
tlon of retaining his sclf-rospoot, and if he
wins he may justly eongratulate himself upen
his succoss.

This year's abundant erops, and the high
pricos at whioh they are likely to be sold,
promise the country a great surplus of woalth
which will ultimately be avallable for lnvest-
ment In now forma of wealth-producing
ngonelos, For it should always be remem-
borod that it is not eoin and paper money, but
the articles which they purchaso, which go to
croating now woalth, The men who construet
rallroads and water works. opon  mines, and
bulld factorios do not consume, as money, the
monoy thoy recelve for thelr wages, They ex-
«ohange the monsy for food, clothing, and tools,
snd it is thelr labor, thus nourished and aldeds

which s embodied In the results they produsd.
Thus. too, ralls, locomotives, ears, plpoa,
looms, bulldings, and all other artielos om-«
ployed In nsoful entorprines are moro embodi-
ments of tho food consumed by the workman
whose labor oreatos thom. An abundanae of
food In the first Instance, and of men to convort
it into othor forma of wealtl; {s, therefore, an
abundanca of roal wealth, and under its etim-
ulus opportunities for productive invostmonts
bocome moro deslrable and consequontly
more valupble. The poot, accordingly, for
an era of real business prosperity in this
oountry is, at prosent, vory good, and thoss
who are ablo by thelr méans and thelr sagaoity
to take advantage now of thelr opportunitios
for invosting oapital may reasonably count
upon a large ultimate profit.
